Pasage of the new social 
security act is a victory for 
farm people, but they may 
have to fight to hold it. Bene- 
fits for farm people do not 
begin until April 15, 1956. 
Before that time, an attempt 
may be made to repeal the 
farm section of the act. The 
article below outlines what 
the new farm section of the 
social security act can mean 
to farm people, if the law is 
kept as it is. ‘ 





JEXT January 1, 1955, farm 
operators and their families 
will start making a record which 
can let them get social security 
benefits in 1956. This, assumes 
that the law will not be changed 
before that date. 

What does it mean to have 
farm families covered by social 
security? 

It means that every farm oper- 
ator will start paying a tax as his 
contribution to the social secur- 
ity program. And he and his 
family will become eligible for 
benefits. 

How 
pay? 

The tax will start out at three 
percent of the first $4,200 or less 
of net income. This applies to all

self-employed people. 
If a farmer has a net income 


| of $2,400, he pays three percent 
} On that. 


If he has a net. income 
of $4,200, he pays three percent 
on that. But if he has a net in- 
come of $6,000, he only pays 
three percent on $4,200. 

This tax will be paid once 

a year at the same time the 

federal income tax is paid. 

First payment comes in 1956 

on the net income received 

in 1955. 

In most cases farmers will pay 
on the basis of their net income, 
but if a farmer’s gross income is 
over $800 but less than $1,800,

When will farm operators get 
any benefits?

Suppose you don’t live to 
be 65, but die while your 
children are under 18? Take 
the case of a farm operator 
with a net income of-$2,400 
and with a wife and three 
children. All three children 
are under 18. 
your wife and 
children would get $160.20 a 
month. As each child reaches 
18, the payments decrease. When 
all are 18, payments stop. Your 
wife would get a widow’s allot- 
ment when she reached 65. 

Suppose you had an average 
net income of $4,200 or more; 
What benefits then for a wife, 
and for three children under 18? 

Benefits in this case would be 
$200 a month. This is the most 
any family can get under the 
law. Benefits would decrease as 
each child came to age 18. 

Can a farmer do any paid work 
after he retires and still keep 
his social security payments? 

Yes. He can earn up to $1,200 
a year without losing social se- 
curity pay. After you are 72, 
you can earn all you are able to 
earn without losing social secur- 
ity pay. 

The new law also brings more 
farm workers under social secur- 
ity. If a worker is paid $100 or 
more by any one employer, he 
now qualifies.

door providing access so that large 
equipment can be brought right in to 
the work bench. Large open doors 
afford abundant circulation of air, 
making it a relatively cool place for 
making necessary repairs on equip- 
ment during the cropping season.

Dampen the dust bowl? 


Drouth hit in 1276, 1831, 
1934---and again in 1954 


ID modern farmers make the dust 


bowl? Did the plow that broke the . 


plains turn part of the southwest into a 
desert? 

Where is the dust bowl anyway? You 
can find farmers in southern Illinois, in 
Missouri or Oklahoma who claim it 
moved into the middlewest this year. 

But the area that usually gets the title 
is where the corners of five states—Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas, New Mexico, 
Colorado—almost meet. 

| drove out to the dust bowl early this 
summer. Two questions were in my 


mind: 


1. If I traced the old Santa Fe 
trail thru the modern dust bowl and 
then checked up on diaries of early 
travelers, would I find that there 
was a dust bowl back in 1820-40? 

2. If I consulted the tree-ring 
charts that show rainfall in the 
southwest back for 2000 years, 
would I find that the dry spells of 
1930-36 and 1952-54 were repeated 
in that early history? 


The old Santa Fe trail starts out 
Kansas City across Kansas, runs 

ith of Topeka, hits Dodge City and 
then divides. One way goes out to La 
junta, Colorado, and then southwest 
thru Trinidad and Las Vegas. The other 
—the Cimarron cut-off—cuts sharply 
south across flatter country into Okla- 
homa.and then west. 

When I drove over the Cimarron cut- 
ff, dust was in the air. I saw green 
helds which had held out all thru the 
winter and spring being slowly smoth- 
ered, yard by yard, as grey sand swirled 
in from the southwest. 

But was the dust. bowl like this back 
in the days of.the old Santa Fe trail? 

Ask the ghost of Jedediah Smith. He 
was ane of America’s great explorers.

He found South Pass, the road thru 
the Rockies. He made the first over- 
land trip from California to Oregon. 
He was one of the toughest of the In- 
dian fighters. 

The dust bowl—with help from 
Comanches—took him in 1831. 

His party started out from Dodge 
City and got lost. Smith went ahead to 
try to find water. He found the Cimar- 
ron, dry as usual, scooped out a hole, 
found water at the bottom—and then 
looked up to see a party of Comanches. 

Comanche lances finished the story. 
Smith could lick Indians—but not In- 
dians, plus the dust bowl. 

The record of disaster on the Cimar- 
ron cut-off of the Santa Fe trail is a 
long one. The dust bowl struck hard. © 


William Becknell, a trader with a 
string of pack mules, went across in 
1832. He got lost, his water ran out. 
He cut the ears off his mules and 
drank their blood. Finally he got 
thru. 


One of my questions was answered. 
The dust bowl was a bad spot one hun- 
dred years ago, long before.a plow was 
put into it. 

What about still earlier years? Down 
in the southwest, anthropologists have 
worked out a way of measuring history 
by tree rings. As everybody knows, a 
tree grows more in a wet year than in a 
dry year. So the experts take tree 
trunks, study the rings and work out a 
calendar that goes back 2000 years. 

Were there alternating periods of 
drouth and rain in the old days? 

The most dramatic example is in Mesa 
Verde, over in the southwestern corner 
of Colorado. Here a big and successful 
colony of Indians was driven out by the 
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great drouth of 1276-99. Tree rings date 
the period. 

The Indians had a good place to live. 
Fine shelter in the cliff dwellings, game, 
corn on the top of the mesa. Then the 
dry time came. Year after year. 

The Indians met it in two ways. They 
tried to save water from the high ground 
on the mesa, and lead it thru an irriga- 
tion ditch to their fields. Not enough 
snow or rain. That didn’t work. 

Then they put up the most magnifi- 
cent building of their time, a Sun 
Temple, as a petition in stone to their 
gods. “Please let it rain again!” 

That didn’t work either. So the In- 
dians moved south toward the Rio 
Grande, towards farms that could be 
irrigated and that didn’t depend on rain. 

In the Rio Grande vailey, another 
tree-ring chart shows wild ups and 
downs. In 1685, rainfall was three per- 
cent of normal. In 1689, rainfall was 
156 percent of normal. 

It’s that kind of country. 
been for centuries. 

But it does rain sometime. So in those 


And has 


‘wet spells, in modern times, farmers 


came in, plowed, raised wheat. Then 
the land blew away in the next dry 
spell. 

For the long pull, what should the na- 
tion do with the dust bowl? 


1. Quit plowing up range land. 
Get plowed-up land back to grass. 
Adopt state zoning regulations or 
have the U.S. take over the land 
and lease out the range. 

2. Help range men te live with 
uncertain rainfall. Build up re- 
serves of hay in good years, Extend 
irrigation where possible. 


After driving past mile after mile of 
blown-out wheat fields, and dust piled 
up to the top wire of fences, I came to 
appreciate the beauty of a mile of un- 
touched range—buffalo grass, cacti and 
greasewood. It takes 90 acres to keep a 
cow, but one cow is a lot more profitable 
than 90 acres of blown-out wheat. 








Sizing it up 

Some corn looks good from the 
road, but did the ears fill out? How 
much damage did corn borers do to 
stalk and shank? 

These are the days when farmers 
range thru the corn fields and guess 
about yield. Better than a month 
ago. Not as good as it looked two 
months ago. How early can we 
pick? Would an early frost make 
trouble? 

Husking time will furnish the 
final answers. But everybody likes 
to make a guess now.

lies About Farmers 


EVERY OTHER day somebody tells 
city consumers how they’re being 
ruined by the farm program. Latest 
is D. R. Grimes, of the Independent 
Grocers Alliance, who is reported by 
the Associated Press as saying that gov- 
ernment purchase and storage of surplus 
farm products costs the average Amer- 
ican family $100 annually. 

Mr. Grimes apparently has arithmetic 
trouble. He put his decimal point in the 
wrong place. 

Cost of pricé support activities in the 
latest fiscal year on record was $61 mil- 
lion. (Senate committee report, July 15, 
page 24.) Divide that by 41 million fam- 
ilies, and you get $1.49 per family per 
year. 

What benefits did the average family 
get from this expenditure of $1.49? In- 
surance against crop disaster and high 
prices. Support of farm income which 
in turn helps to support income of city 
people. Many families spend $1.49 every 
day and get less in return. 

Secretary Benson makes speeches of 
this kind, too. And sometimes has trou- 
ble also with his decimal points. 

Some city folks are getting to think 
all farmers grow horns and drive Cadil- 
lacs. Farmers need to do a lot better 
job in putting their side.of the case be- 
fore city people. 
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Farmers Get Social Security 


FARMERS WON a great victory in the 
last week of congress. They were 
brought under social security in a last 
minute move. 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead has been working for years to get 
farmers these benefits. So we feel pretty 
good. F 

But the fight isn’t over. Opponents of 
the bill made sure that farm benefits 
wouldn’t start until April 15, 1956. Be- 
fore that time, they’ll try to repeal the 
farm section. 

As farmers may remember, the house 
of representatives passed the social se- 
curity bill with farmers included. Then 
the senate finance committee knocked 
out the farm part of the bill. 

When the editor of Wallaces’ Farmer 
and Iowa Homestead wired a protest, 
chairman Millikin said that farmers 
were divided on the issue and that was 
why the committee took farmers out of 
the bill. 

He was wrong, of course. Both the 
Grange and the Farmers Union testified 
for the bill. A Farm Bureau official 
asked for delay and further study. 

Surveys taken by the Department of 
Agriculture showed strong farm sup- 
port for getting farmers under social 
security. These surveys were made in 
Wisconsin, Connecticut and Texas. 

The Wallace Homestead Poll found 
Iowa farmers 58 percent in favor and 29 
percent against social security. The 
Wisconsin Agriculturist Poll found Wis- 
consin farmers 62 percent in favor and 
24 percent against. 

All the evidence available showed 


& 


farm sentiment two to one in favor of 
the measure. 

Yet to stay under social security, farm 
organizations may have to demonstrate 
again this winter that they are strong 
for the act. Wallaces’’ Farmer and Iowa 
Homestead suggests that every county 
Farm Bureau, every farmers elevato1 
and every local farm group should con- 
sider a resolution approving the action 
of congress in putting farmers under 
social security. That would block any 
attempt at repeal. 


Need lowa Farm Museum 


IF YOU WANTED to see how great- 
grandpa farmed and how great-grandma 
kept house, you had your chance at 
the lowa state fair. 

Farm people enjoy exhibits of this 
kind. Old people recall the tools and 
methods they once used. Young people 
stare and hardly believe that farming 
was ever like that. 

The trouble is that—once the fair is 
over—many of these fine exhibits dis- 
appear. Some can still be seen in county 
museums. Some are in the state histori- 
cal building. But Iowa, the greatest 
farm state, needs something better. 

Over in Wisconsin, a state farm 
museum has been established at Nelson 
Dewey’s homestead at Cassville, across 
the river from and north of Dubuque, 
Iowa. There Wisconsin’s early farm his- 
tory will be made clear to visitors by old 
tools, reconstructed barns and houses, 
dioramas and other devices to make the 
farm past live. 

Iowa needs a similar farm museum. 
May the interest developed by the Cen- 
tennial Fair lead to its establishment. 


Check New Farm law

- Does the new law rely on price 
cuts and acreage controls in an 
attempt to reduce surpluses, or 
does it provide other opportun- 
ities for farmers raising surplus 
crops? 


3. Does the new law help to in- 
crease consumption of dairy 
products and meat? 


4. Does the new law provide any 
effective support for the major 
perishables — dairy products, 
poultry products and meat? 


Law provides: 

1. No. New law asks only for a 
reserve of around 450 million 
bushels, instead of the billion 
bushels needed. 


2. Price cuts and acreage controls, 
Wheat farmers, for instance, 
will have support reduced to 
82.5 percent of parity. 


3. Congress appropriated $50 mil- 
lion for milk for school children. 
Nothing else. 


4. Dairy products are to be sup- 
ported at 75 percent of parity. 
No supports for other products. 
And no effective method pro- 
vided to support dairy products 
or anything else. Production 
payments were voted down. 


In spite of some useful changes in the law, the net effect will be to lower 
farm income. Nothing has been done directly for the livestock products on which 
Iowa and the Corn Belt depend. And the corn loan program, which helps live- 
stock, may operate with inadequate reserves. 
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No Corn “Surplus” Now 


WHEN ONE MONTH of hot, dry 
weather can knock half a billion bushels 
off the corn crop, who dares say that 
the nation has a corn surplus now? 

On August 5, Secretary Benson, speak- 
ing at East Lansing, Michigan, said: 

“A half billion bushels of corn can be 
a tremendous amount of grain piled up 
in a government warehouse, slowly de- 
teriorating and costing a fabulous 
amount of money to buy and to store. 
This same corn, fed to hogs, cattle and 
poultry, can wind up in the stomachs 
of our people, however, in the form of 
beef, pork, dairy products and eggs.” 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead would make two points here: 

1. One month of bad weather took 
out of the corn crop nearly half a billion 
bushels—almost exactly the amount of 
the surplus Benson is worrying about. 

2. How many farmers think we need 
more beef, pork, butter and eggs on the 
market now or next winter? 


Butter Piles Up 


DRY WEATHER cut milk production. 
But the government still bought 35 mil- 
lion pounds of butter during July and 23 
million pounds of cheese. The total in 
government hands on the last of July— 
the latest figures. available—added up 
to 415 million pounds of butter and 359 
million pounds of cheese. 

Yet is there really a dairy surplus? 
The Missouri Farmers’ Association 
thinks not. A resolution passed at the 
annual meeting says, “The issuance of 
food stamps to old age pensioners, the 
school lunch program and provision for 
low income groups would insure that 
any excessive surpluses would be con- 
sumed and storage problem dissolved.” 
provided $50 millions for 
milk to school lunches. 


Congress 
1idding more 
That’s a start. 

But it’s highly unfortunate that con- 
gress did not also direct Secretary Ben- 
son to use production payments in mov- 
ing the dairy surplus.

Borers have weakened shanks; 


dropped ears may be problem 


ECOND brood borers gave the corn 

crop a mighty wallop. lowa State 
College insect control specialists say the 
infestation is heaviest since 1949. 

Few fields escaped the corn borers. 
Altho damage probably was lessened in 
fields sprayed with DDT. 

Borer activity weakens stalks and 
shanks of corn plants. And ear drop- 
page at harvest time is expected to result 
in some heavy losses. 

Remember 1949, the last time we had 
heavy second brood borer damage? That 
gives you a picture of what could hap- 
pen again this season. 

High winds on October 10, 1949, put 
15 to 25 bushels of corn on the ground 
in many fields across lowa. Weakened 
shanks couldn’t withstand the wind. 

Time for chemical control of corn 
borers is past. Big problem now, is how 
to minimize loss from borer damage. 
What’s the answer? 


Early harvest looks like the best 
bet. Get corn out of the fields be- 
fore weakened shanks dry out and 
ears break off. Don’t risk extra loss 
from high winds that might come in 
October or November. 


“Anybody that doesn’t get corn picked 
early this year is likely to have trouble,” 
declares Gerald Frank! of Kossuth coun- 


ty, lowa. 
Frankl had some heavy borer damage

last year. But he believes early pick- 
ing avoided most loss from ear droppage. 

Equipped to dry ear corn—up to 10,- 
000 bushels at a time—-Frankl started 
picking corn last year on September 18. 
Moisture content was about 30 percent. 


“On two fields, we got at least 50 
percent more corn than we would 
have got if we had waited two weeks 
to pick,” Frankl says. He thinks 
early picking saved an average of 
20 bushels per acre. 


“T cribbed 92 bushels of corn per 
acre,” he says. “And I credit part of 
that yield to early picking.” 

Farmers who own crop drying equip- 
ment are figuring that they'll get a 
jump on the ear droppage problem. 

“As quick as corn is down to about 28 
percent moisture, I’m going to start 
picking,” says Walter Cramer of Wright 
county, Iowa. He expects to start har- 
vesting in mid-September. 

Cramer harvests with a picker-sheller. 
And he dries shelled corn in a 335- 
bushel batch dryer. 

Shanks on corn plants usually stay 
tough until moisture gets below 25 per- 
cent. And drying equipment will permit 
harvesting of part of the crop, at least, 
before it gets that dry. 

A dryer also enables you to start pick- 
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Equipped to dry earn 





ing corn at least two weeks earlier than 
if you wait for corn to dry in the field. 
And that avoids some of the risk of wind 
damage. 

Will it pay you to install drying equip- 
ment? That’s a question you’ll have to 
answer for yourself. 

“Actually, you’re gambling on the 
weather,” says Clifford Krantz, another 
Kossuth county, Iowa, farmer. 

“In ’49, it was the wind that really did 
the damage. We were getting practical- 
ly all of the corn the day before the 
wind hit,” he points out. 

If high winds should hit during 
October, early picking and drying might 
pay big, Krantz reasons. But if the fall 
is dry and there are no high winds, you 
might get by without heavy loss of field 
dried corn. 

Krantz is equipped to dry some shelled 
corn and several thousand bushels of 
ear corn. On the basis of corn drying 
experience, he offers this advice: 

“Considering the cost of equipment 
and the time required for drying, the 
small operator might be ahead to have 
corn custom dried if he wants to pick 
early,’’ Krantz says. Some local eleva- 
tors dry corn on a custom basis. 

Not everybody is going to dry corn 
artificially this fall. For one reason, 
there aren’t enough dryers in the coun- 
try to do the. job. Many farmers will 
have to rely on natural drying. 


In that case, this advice looks 
sound: Start cribbing as early as 
corn can be stored safely. And get 
the job done in a hurry. 


“We've got two pickers,” says Robert 
Maxon of Wright county, Iowa. “And 
we're going to get in there and pick 
corn as early as we can. Last year we 
cribbed 1,500 bushels per day.”

New ideas from 
experiments 


Experiment station work is beginning of new 
farming methods. These ideas show promise 


Field editor Al Bull toured 
agricultural experiment sta- 
tions in eastern United States 
recently. He made the trip 
along with editors of other 
farm papers as a guest of 
the American Plant Food 
Council. Here’s a brief re- 
port of some of the work 
being done at these stations. 


| IKE TO kill weeds and grass

‘in the same operation? 


It’s being done at the North 
Carolina experiment station. Dr. 
G. C. Klingman mixed 2,4-D with 
an ammonium nitrate solution to 
do the job. He added a wetting 
agent—a common household de- 
tergent—to make the mixture 
more effective. 

One pass with a sprayer ap- 
plying 60 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre—10 minutes later, 
broadleaf weeds had started 
to wilt. 


From the spray boom, Kling- 
man spaces a drop with two 
nozzles between each two rows 
of corn. After corn is knee high, 
the spray is applied directly t 
the weeds. But only to the | 
part of the corn stalks. 

Klingman figures the ne 
method may work out like this: 
Give corn one cultivation to con- 
trol early weeds. Then “lay 
by” with the combination weed 
control and side dressing spray. 
That means fewer times over th= 
field with machinery. So costs 
go down, and soil is packed less. 

Tests so far show no loss i 
efficiency of the nitrogen applied 
in the spray. That’s compared 
with nitrogen applied in other 
ways. In fact, there may be 
little gain in efficiency, thinks 
Klingman. He’s doing more test- 
ing. 
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Wide awake farmers are mak- 
ing full use of experiment sta* 
tion tests. Walter Renk, hybrid 
seed corn producer of Sun 
Prairie, Wisconsin, keeps a close 
watch for new recommendations. 

He’s cut the number of culMiv:- 
tions on his seed fields. This year, 
he has a field that wasn’t culti- 
vated at all. 


“I'm sure we have been 
working and cultivating our 
land too much. With pre- 
emergence sprays and thick 
planting of corn, weeds don't 
have a chance,” he says. 
Renk is working to keep his 
production costs down, too. Last 
year, his best field produced corn 
for 56% cents a bushel. The low- 
est yielding field had costs of just 
over 88 cents a bushel. 

“It usually works out some- 
thing like that—pays to shoot for 
high yields,” says Renk. 





Where’s the best place to 
put fertilizer for corn? 
Wisconsin experiment station 

workers are testing fertilizer 
placed in bands four to six inches 
below the seed. 

So far, they report good fer- 
tilizer efficiency and better weed 
control. Corn roots get to the 
fertilizer before the weeds. As a 
result, corn has an extra advan 
tage. With thick planting, corn 
soon shades out the weeds. Fields 
treated this way showed good 
weed control with fewer cultiva- 
tions. 

Dr. K. C. Berger, one of the 
station workers, thinks deep 
placed bands of fertilizer may 
become a common practice on 
level soils. For hilly fields, he 
thinks mulch tillage may be more 
promising. Mulch tillage is 4 
method of planting corn in sod 
without plowing. Strips of sod 
are left between the rows of corn 
to control erosion.

HERE’S more than one way 

to harvest corn. New equip- 
ment makes it possible to choose 
between several methods. 


Three choices look most 
promising to the average 
Corn Belt farmer. They are: 


1. Wait until kernel moisture 
is down to 20 percent. Then.pick 
with a mechanical picker-husker. 
And put ear corn in a crib for 
natural drying. This still is the 
most widely used method. 

2. Use a picker-husker to har- 
vest corn when moisture content 
-is around 25 percent. Then dry 
the ear corn artificially in cribs. 

3. Harvest with a pickershell- 
er at around 25 percent moisture. 
Then dry the shelled corn and 
store in bins. 

Which method is best? What 
about costs. Let’s look at com- 
parisons made at Iowa State Col- 
lege. Results of costs studies in 
which the three methods were 
compared were reported in a re- 
cent issue of Farm Science, a col- 
lege publication. 

All operations involved in the 
three different methods were 
considered — taking the corn 
from the stalk to marketable 
shelled grain. These included 
picking, hauling, elevating, dry- 
ing, storage and shelling. 

Cost figures included deprecia- 
tion, interest, maintenance and 
operating costs on equipment and 
buildings used. Field loss of 
corn with each method was 
evaluated. And the cost of lost 
grain was included in the cost of 
harvesting. 

Greater field loss usually oc- 
curs as corn becomes dryer on 
the stalk. So in that respect 
there is advantage in early har- 
vest and drying. 

But field losses in normal years 
seldom equal the cost of drying 
ear corn. And the college study 
shows that the conventional 
method of harvesting is less cost- 
ly than the method which in- 
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volves earlier harvest and ear 
corn drying. That is’ true 
whether the acreage harvested 
is large or small, 

However, when you have 
above 125 acres of corn per year, 
the picker-sheller method of har- 
vesting—along with artificial dry- 
ing and bin storage—is less cost- 
ly than either of the other twé 
methods. ‘Lower storage costs 
make up a great part of this sav- 
ing, according to college en 
gineers. 

Remember that in this study 
field losses are regarded as com 
plete losses—making up $8 t 
$10 per acre. But on your farn 
field losses might not be so im- 
portant. Maybe you can recove! 
most of the loss by turning live- 
stock into your stalk fields. S 
reduced field result of 
early harvest might be less im 
portant to you than it appeared 
in college tests. 

On the other hand, remembet 
that no charge was made for the 
weather hazard involved in wait- 
ing for corn to dry in the field

In a wet fall, corn losses 
due to high moisture may 
make the total cost of the 
conventional method of har- 
vesting many times as great 
as the other two methods. 
And, when such a situation 
develops in the fall, it may 
be too late to change har- 
vesting methods because of 
the necessary changes in 

buildings and equipment. 

To be prepared for a bad year, 
you need to be set up for early 
harvesting and artificial drying 
on a routine basis, say the col- 
lege engineers. 

Their figures show that, if you 
harvest more than 125 acres per 
year, you can break even on 
early picking and drying year in 
and year out. Then you’ll be pre- 
pared for the bad year when 
early harvesting may save as 
much as half the corn crop.

More deductions 
on tax return 


Farmers get break on soil conservation 
costs . . . allowed faster depreciation 


ARMERS get a few breaks in 
the new income tax law. But 
there is no general reduction in 
rate of tax collected on net in- 
come. 

Farm owners will be allowed 
to deduct soil and water con- 
servation expenses. That’s about 
the only benefit that applies to 
agriculture only. 

Farmers and other business 
men will be allowed to charge 
off depreciation at a higher rate. 
This applies to buildings and ma- 
chinery. 

Parents will get more lenient 
treatment with regard to exemp- 
tions for minors. And for older 
children if they are in college. 

And the due dates on your 
next year’s income tax will be 
two weeks to a month later than 
they have been. 

These are the principal changes 
that affect farmers. Details about 
the income tax law changes will 
not be known until the cem- 
missioner makes his rulings. But 
here’s what you can be pretty 
sure of: 


CONSERVATION EXPENDI- 
TURES: Costs for the following 
practices will be deductible in 
your 1955 return: 

Terracing, contouring, leveling 
and grading. Construction and 
repair of diversion channels, 
drainage ditches, earthen dams, 
watercourses, outlets and ponds. 
Eradication of brush and plant- 
ing of windbreaks. 

Deduction is not allowed, how- 
ever, for cost of depreciable im- 
provements such as tile, masonry 
or wood structures, wells and 
pumps. You get annual deduc- 
tion on these as depreciation. 

Limitations on the above, de- 
ductions are: Costs must be in- 
curred on land “used in farming”; 
not more than 25 percent of gross 
can be deducted for these pur- 
poses in any one year, but excess 
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costs can be carried to succeed- 
ing years; costs are deductible 
only in tax years beginning in 
1954. 


HIGHER DEPRECIATION: 
Two new methods are author- 
ized. Either one allows about 
twice the depreciation in the first 
year as compared with the old 
method. . 

If new methods are allowed to 
apply to corn cribs and bins’ un- 
der the special five-year deprecia- 
tion plan, deductions on a $1,000- 
crib would be about as follows: 

First year you could deduct 
$333. Second year, $267; third, 
$200; fourth, $133; and fifth, $67. 
Total is $1,000. 

On a $1,000 building with a life 
of 10 years, the first year’s deduc- 
tion would be $182 compared to 
$100 under the old method. 

This higher depreciation ap- 
plies only to new property ac- 
quired in 1954. And only to prop- 
erty with a useful life of three 
years or more. 


DEDUCTION FOR DEPEND- 
ENTS: Hereafter, minor children 
under 19 years old can be claimed 
as dependents, and $600 deduc- 
tion taken no matter how much 
the child earns. And if the minor 
has to file an income tax return, 
he can also take $600 deduction 
on his own return. 

If the dependent is older than 
19 years, and is a student at an 
educational institution, the rule 
above still applies. 

In all cases, however, parents 
must provide more than half of 
the dependent’s support if deduc- 
tion is to be taken. 


DATES FOR FILING: Farm- 
ers will have until February 15 
to file final returns if they wish 
to avoid filing an estimate. For 
those filing estimates, the time 
for filing final return will be 
April 15 instead of March 15.

Adjust leases to 
big machinery 


Tenants usually get help on combining 
costs . . . cornpicking still renter’s job 


HEN tractors and big ma- 

chines replaced horse-power 
farming, adjustments became 
necessary in old farm leases. 

Landlords and tenants have 
been moving rather slowly in 
making necessary changes. How- 
ever, some new customs are be- 
coming settled. 

Changes center around division 
of harvesting costs. Combining 
and cornpicking get particular 
attention as they affect all farm- 
ers. But baling and field chop- 
ping bring like problems. 


Let’s look at the old lease 
provisions with regard to 
sharing harvesting costs. 
Then note changes being 
made or proposed. 


Before combines came, land- 
lords who got half of the small 
grains shared the twine and 
threshing cost. Tenant furnished 
binder and all of the labor. 

The combine greatly reduced 
the tenant’s labor. But at the 
same time it made the tenant’s 
capital costs shoot way up. 

Some problems appeared: If 
the landlord paid half of the cus- 
tom charge for combining, then 
his threshing costs went much 
higher. 

But if the combine was consid- 
ered ordinary machinery which 
tenant should furnish under old 
lease provisions, then the land- 
lord would be relieved of all 
threshing costs. 

At first some landlords pro- 
posed that they pay what. thresh- 
ing costs would have been. Then 
if the tenant wanted to use the 
combine to save labor he could 
do so. 

But this custom didn’t take 
hold As combining became gen- 
eral, landlords accepted one half 
of the combining bill as they 
had done with the threshing ma- 
chine. 

If the tenant owns the com- 
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bine, he gets custom rates for 
the landlord’s half of the acres. 
This same method is common for 
beans, except in those cases 
where landlord gets two-fifths of 
the crop instead of half. 

In some areas another method 
of sharing combining expense is 
reported. Landlord pays half of 
the cost of the combine and owns 
half of the machine. Then no 
per acre payment is made to 
tenant. 

Cornpicking expense isn’t 
treated the same as combining 
costs. Most tenants own a corn- 
picker and get no payment for 
harvesting corn. 

Reason for different treatment 
is that cornpicking was once 
hand labor completely, and there- 
fore the tenant’s job under old 
lease customs. 

However, there are a few 
landlords who pay cornpicking 
custom charges on their half of 
the acres. It isn’t general, but 
appears to be getting started. 

With regard to hay baling, the 
problem occurs only when land- 
lord gets a share of the hay in- 
stead of cash per acre. In such 
cases, landlords usually pay for 
baling on their half. 

With field choppers, the prob- 
lem arises only with livestock- 
share leases. Much greater shar- 
ing of costs is usual with such 
agreements. And landlord usual- 
ly shares cost of field cutting 
either thru per acre payments or 
part ownership of cutting ma- 
chines. 

The question big machin- 


ery really brings to landlords 
and tenants is this: 


Is the big shift in costs and re- 
turns thru farm machanization 
being shared on a fair basis be- 
tween landlord and tenant? 

Present customs and proposed 
changes should be considered 
with that question in mind.

Shock fodder 
and silage-- 


That’s the way corn crop is being 
used in counties where drouth hit 


Where corn was hurt by 
drouth, some will be turned 
into silage or shocked and fed 
as dry fodder. In this article, 
J. J. Newlin of Polk county, 
Iowa, makes some sugges- 
tions based on his Own ex- 
periences and on observa- 
tions in southern Iowa. 





OW do you get the most 
value out of a corn crop 
that’s partly burned up? Farm- 


ers in the drouth area have been 
asking this question and trying 
to figure out answers. 

Even in the dry spots, you'll 
find two extremes in corn _har- 
vesting. At one extreme, a farmer 
(who got some rain at the right 
time) picks and cribs the corn 
crop as usual. At the other ex- 
treme, the farmer turns stock 
into a field of corn beaten down 
by drouth and grasshoppers. 

Both of these methods are be- 
ing used—sometimes in the same 
township. Rainfall was spotty. 

But a lot of farmers in the dry 
areas will use two other methods 


of handling corn; silage and 
shock fodder. 
Judging from the number of 


corn binders that are being sold, 
there will be a lot of fodder in 
the shock this year. Chopped 
fodder will be used too. 


But there will be plenty 
of corn turned into silage. 
Some permanent’ upright 
silos are being built in south- 
ern ltowa this month. But 
trench silos and temporary 
upright silos will catch most 
of the business. 


Snow fence silos, lined with 
heavy paper, are being put up. 
These run two or three tiers high 
and around 17 feet in diameter. 

Many trench silos will be pre- 
pared. They need drainage at 
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one end. Some farmers line with 
cement for use year after year. 
But a ditch in the dirt will do the 
job. 

If a farmer just piles silage 
the pile should contain 400 tons 
or more. The bigger the pile 
the smaller the percentage of 
surface spoilage. 

Water supply is important if 
you’re making corn silage from 
partly dry corn. This will be a 
problem in some places. 


And water is needed in 
many silo filling jobs. Ex- 
perience in 1934 and 1936 
tells us that you don’t have 
much Iuck filling a silo with 
fodder below 65 percent in 
moisture. 


Moulds develop. So-called “di 
rot” or “fodder burn” can make 
you lose most of the silage afte 
it is stored. 

During a dry day, a half-ine! 
garden hose turned into the 
blower at the silo will not supp! 
enough water to make silage that 
will keep out of partly dry cori 
On damp days, in the rain or just 
following a rain, one stream of 
water from a garden hose maj 
be enough. 

The chopped silage may be wet 
enough to soak thru the clothing 
of the man in the silo. A handful 
when pressed in one hand must 
leave the hand wet and sticky. 

Don’t worry about losing silage 
because it is too wet. Crops that 
test 70 percent moisture or even 
higher at harvest time make 
much better silage than crops 
below the 65 percent level. 

August rains over much of the 
area that was hit hard in July 
have revived some of the corn. 
Where corn has come back all 
the way, normal silo filling opera- 
tions are likely, even tho tonnage 
per acre is below average.

Is your lease 


Check your farm lease against the 


requirements listed in this article 


[s YOUR farm lease legal? Will 
it protect your rights in case 
of a showdown? Whether you're 
a landlord or a tenant, those 
questions should be considered. 


What requirements must 
be met to make a lease legal? 
An article in a recent issue 
of Farm Science, an lowa 
State College publication, at- 
tempts to answer that ques- 
tion. Let’s consider the main 
points, 


In the first place, a lease should 
be in writing. In fact, a lease for 
more than one year must be in 
writing—to be recognized by 
Iowa courts. 

But it’s just as important to 
put a one-year lease in writing. 
A written lease helps prevent 
those misunderstandings that so 
often arise under oral agree- 
ments. It provides a check list of 
important points which might 
not be considered in an oral 
agreement. 

No particular form or wording 
is necessary to make a lease 
legal. But every lease should 
meet these minimum require- 
ments: 


@ it should be signed properly 
by both the landlord and the 
tenant (lessor and lessee). 

@ [It should name a definite 
period for which the lease is to 
run. 

@ [t should contain an accur- 
ate description of the property 
being rented. 

@ It should provide for the 
payment of rent. 


Those, of course, are only the 
bare essentials of a legal lease. 

In addition, the lease should 
have in writing all the agree- 
ments between the landlord and 
the tenant. Some of these agree- 
ments will be common to any 
lease. Others will result from 
conditions which are special tw 
this farm, this landlord and this 
tenant. Some may be needed to 
change the legal rules that would 
apply in case you don’t have a 
special agreement. 

For Iowa law provides a legal 
framework for all.rental arrange- 
ments. It provides working 


rules which apply unless your 
lease states otherwise. Also 
there are certain parts of the 
law with which your lease must 
not conflict. 

yeneral knowledge of the law 
is essential to understanding 
rental arrangements and lease 
provisions, says the Farm Sci- 
ence article. That’s why com- 
petent legal advice in drawing up 
a farm lease usually is worth the 
money. 

A person who understands the 
law can help draw up a lease 
that creates what both the land- 
lord and tenant intend. Then 
you'll have a lasting guide to a 
workahJe landlord-tenant rela- 
tionship. 


No general discussion can 
substitute for specific legal 
advice. But here are some 
important points of Iowa law: 


No farm lease is valid for more 
than 20 years. 

Farm tenancies automatically 
continue for the following crop 
year under the original lease— 
unless a written notice of termi- 
nation is given by either the 
tenant or landlord not later than 
November 1. However, this does 
not apply in cases of field rentals 
or on farms less than 40 acres in 
size. 

A landlord’s lien is created 
automatically without any provi- 
sion in the lease. It gives the 
landlord a claim on the tenant's 
property if rent isn’t paid. 

What about ownership of crops 
produced on the farm? Liability 
for waste? Removal or com- 
pensation for improvements 
made by the tenant? Arbitration 
of unforeseen controversies? 

Iowa law makes provision for 
settlement of these problems. 
But there are legal exceptions 
and variations that should be 
considered with respect to each 
individual situation. 

Easiest way to solve or avoid 
those problems is to provide for 
them in the lease. If the agree- 
ment is carefully drawn and the 
intent of both the landlord and 
tenant is carefully set out, there’s 
less danger that misunderstand- 
ings will arise.

lowa farm people list Communists, war, 
depression among their biggest worries 


oo are you afraid of? 
President Eisenhower says 

there are five things that worry 
Americans. He classes them as 
follows: 
Fear of atomic age. 
Depression. 
Russia. 

4. Increase of Communist con- 
trol-over other nations. 

5. Communists here at home. 

How do lowa farmers rank 
these fears? The Wallace-Home- 
stead Poll asked a cross-section 
of Iowa farm people and got 
these replies:

Biggest concern was about the 
growth of Communist control 
over other nations. Many farm- 
ers seemed to look on this as a 
warning of the coming of another 
war. The loss of part of Indo- 
china apparently increased this 
fear. 

The vote on the atomic age, 
Russia and Communists might 
all be lumped under one head: 
“Fear of World War III.” 

One farm woman in Washing- 
ton county said: “I’m naming 
Russia, because if she oversteps, 
then atomic war and everything 
else will come.” 

A woman in Poweshiek county 
had a hard time to decide be- 
tween fear of Communists at 
home and Communists abroad. 
She finally voted that increasing 
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power of Communists abroad 
was the greater menace. 

A woman in Jones county de- 
clared: “It’s the Communists in 
our midst—the ones we don’t 
know about—that worry me.” 

But a Webster county woman 
scoffed at these fears: “In my 
opinion, the threat of Com- 
munism at home is practically 
nil,” she said. “Not that they 
aren't a potential threat, but 
American people won’t tolerate 
them.” 

Fear of depression got the big- 
gest vote among middleaged 
farmers, those who were start- 
ing out when in the early 30’s. 

“IT fear a depression most,” said 
a middle aged farm woman in 
Poweshiek county, “because I re- 
member what the last one did to 
us.” 

But a farmer in Webster coun- 
ty differed: “I’m a real optimist. 
I think people have talked them- 
selves out of a depression. It 
won't happen for some time at 
least.” 

Republicans and Democrats, 
tho agreeing on several points, 
differed sharply on the fear of 
depression:

Time for Dad to 
slow down? 


Father-son partnership might solve 
the problem. Consider these points 


HEN you reach the “slow- 
down” age, it’s time to start 
looking around for a partner. 

Finding the right partner may 
be easy if you have a son or son- 
in-law eager to start farming. 
He’ll be anxious to get a toe- 
hold. And a partnership offers 
that opportunity. 

That’s why you see more and 
more farms with two houses on 
them. Instead of retiring to town 
life, mom and dad build another 
house. Sometimes they move into 
it. More often, they let the young 
folks take the new house. 

“Too many memories of the 
years our family was growing up 
are in that home,” commented 
one mother. “Our old house is 
comfortable—like a pair of old 
shoes. Since we had it insulated 
and an oil-burning furnace in- 
stalled, it suits me just fine.” 

In Cerro Gordo county, lowa, 
Ear! Dean looks with favor upon 
father-son partnerships. He’s 
teamed up with his son, Richard, 
in farming a half section of land. 
A graduate of lowa State College, 
Richard is on a 50-50 arrange- 
ment with his dad. The Deans 
live in separate houses. 


“I like the setup,” Earl de- 
clares. “I became acquainted 
with it back in 1920 when I 
went into partnership with 
my father. It worked out 
well for us. And I’m confi- 
dent it will be the same be- 
tween Richard and myself. 


“We usually see eye-to-eye on 
most things,” Ear] says. “There’s 
no absolute division of authority 
or duties. Richard manages the 
livestock end of our operations.” 

The Deans have a 40-cow herd 
of beef cows. They also buy 
about 25 head of feeder calves 
each year. And they raise 250 to 
300 head of hogs per year. 

It takes a sizable investment to 
farm efficiently these days, the 
Deans point out. And a father-

son partnership helps solve that 
problem. Richard, for example, 
is being permitted to pay for half 
interest in livestock and equip- 
ment over a period of years.

ments. The son usually con- 
tributes his labor. The father pro- 
vides the land. Biggest variation 
comes in the arrangements for 
sharing investment in livestock 
and machinery. Income is shared 
according to contributions made 
by each. 

Farmers vary also in physical 
capacity for work and desire to 
remain active when they get into 
the 60’s. So when a partnership 
is formed, the father may slip 
into a minor role in the farm 
operation—or size of the opera- 
tion may be increased to provide 
enough work and income for 
both father and son. 

However there’s one rule that 
should apply to every father-son 
partnership. Put the agreement 
in writing—right down to the 
last detail! That kind of action 
doesn’t necessarily indicate mis- 
trust. It’s just good business. 
It gives both the father and son 
an opportunity to set up goals 
and measure progress toward 
those goals.

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Kill Roots In 
Sewer Line 


To the Editor: How can I 
kill or clean out the roots 
that have grown into the 
sewer line?—J.R., Benton 
county, Iowa. 


If the roots are large and are 
clogging the sewer line you will 
need to have them cut out. Your 
local plumber should be equipped 
to do the job for you. 

Small roots can be killed by 
dissolving copper sulfate in wa- 
ter and pouring it down the 
sewer. You can use the crystal 
or powdered copper sulfate. Dis- 
solve as much as possible in the 
water you pour into the sewer. 





Dig Deeper 
Well? 


To the Editor: If a dug 
well produces hard water 
containing red sediments, is 
it possible to obtain good wa- 
ter by drilling deeper? Per- 
sons who drink the water be- 
come sick.—W.B., Plymouth 
county, Iowa. 


Water supplies vary from area 
to area. But it is likely that a 
deep well would provide good, 
safe water. Why not discuss the 
problem with a reliable well 
driller who has drilled wells in 
your area? He should have some 
knowledge of underground wa- 
ter supplies. 

Water in dug wells sometimes 
becomes contaminated by surface 





materials which have leached 
into the well. To check that pos- 
ibility, you can have the water 
tested for purity by the State 
Hygienic Laboratory, Iowa City, 
owa. Charge is $2. Write to the 
ibove address and ask for a 
sterile container in which a sam- 
ple of your water can be sent for 
testing.

However if local credit 
agencies won’t make the loans 
and the need is great enough, fed- 
eral disaster loan funds will be 
made available thru the Farmers 
Home Administration for mak- 
ing disaster loans to farmers.

State fair trip 


in 1917 


They planned for weeks, studied road maps, 
battled mud roads and worried about stock 


N Y BOYS are heading for the 

Iowa State Fair. And I am 
packing camping equipment into 
the trunk of the family car for 
them. But my mind keeps going 
back to that summer of 1917— 
when I attended my first lowa 
State Fair. 

The contrasts are great! For 
that was more than 35 years ago. 


The summer of 1917 was hot 
and dry—much like this sum- 
mer. But during lulls in the 


farm work, my father was mak- 
ing plans to drive to the state 
fair and camp out. 

Making a trip of more 
than 100 miles on narrow, 
dirt roads with their 90-de- 
gree turns in an open top 
Overland Model 65 was no 
simple matter. 


The trip would be a lot easier 
if plans and small details were 


taken care of early, my father 
said. Uncle Everett and Untle 
Charlie were to do our chores. 


Father made luggage carriers to 
fit on the car running boards. 

We obtained a road map which 
we studied diligently. Roads 
weren’t marked. And this was 
to be our first trip to Des Moines 
in the car. 

Word got around that we were 
driving to the state fair. And we 
learned that some of our neigh- 
bors were planning to drive also. 
Some had driven to Des Moines 
before; so we decided to form a 
caravan. Then, in case of rain, a 
flat tire or a balky motor, we 
could help one another. 

The day to start the trip final- 
ly arrived. We were al] packed 
the night before. In the cut-down 
egg cases on the runningboards 
of the car. were scads of pota- 
toes, tomatoes, cabbage, eggs, 
home cured bacon, canned meat, 
butter, lard, salt, pepper, skillets, 
pans, ete. 

Meeting our neighbors, we left 
Moulton early on a Sunday morn- 
ing. 

There was only one mishap on 
the trip to Des Moines. That was 
when Uncle Leo’s Model T 
Slipped into the ditch near Oska- 
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loosa where a light rain had 
fallen the night before. We 
stopped and ate dinner along the 
side of the road before driving 
into Des Moines. 

World War I was raging that 
year. So we drove to Camp 
Dodge to visit with the Moulton 
boys who were stationed there. 
And it was evening by the time 
we reached the camping ground 

We bought a bale of straw to 

put on the ground in our tarp 
tent. And we camped on top 
of a large hill under some shade 
trees and close to water. 
We purchased extra groceries 
at the camp store to add to our 
fast diminishing food supply. 
And for the last two breakfasts, 
we went to one of the dining 
halls on the main street. 1 will 
never forget the delicious pan- 
cakes they served. 

We had been at the fair two 
days when black clouds began to 
roll up in the west. And. after 
some discussion, two carloads 
from our group decided to try to 
drive home before it rained—as 
they were worrying about their 
livestock. 

They hadn’t gone far when 
rain overtook them. And they 
had to spend the night in a one- 


room schoolhouse. But they 
weren’t alone. Six other car- 
loads of homeward bound fair 


go’ers also were stranded for the 

night in that same schoolhouse. 
The sun came out the next 
morning. And the road soon 
was dry enough for travel. 
That was the day that we 
had planned to go home. 
Roads were quite rough. But 
we made the trip without 
mishap. 


To a six-year-old, the 1917 Iowa 
State Fair had its appeals. But 
I remember most the camping 
out and the long trip to and 
from Des Moines. 

My boys—on the other hand— 
give little thought to the two and 
one-half hour trip to Des Moines. 
But their eyes don’t miss a thing 
at the fair—Mrs. Ruth Steven- 
son, Appanoose county, lowa.

Going to feed 


lambs? 


Here’s expert advice on buying 


feeding, managing feeder lambs 


Planning to feed lambs this 
fall? What kind of lambs? 
How should you feed and 
care for lambs to get top 
gains? Here’s advice from 
W. F. LaGrange, sheep spe- 
cialist at Iowa State College. 


UY the kind and quality of 
lambs that will fit into your 
feeding program. 

Most lowa feeders prefer a 
medium weight lamb weighing 
65 to 70 pounds. A good manager 
can put that kind of a lamb on 
the market at 90 to 105 pounds 
in 85 to 100 days. Lambs of that 
weight will gain from the start. 
And they’ll have fewer digestive 
troubles than lighter lambs. 

Lighter lambs require better 
housing and a longer feeding 
period. You'll have to put them 
on feed more slowly than 
heavier lambs. 

Try to get a uniform lot of 
lambs. Mix lambs of different 
sizes and you’re headed for trou- 
ble. Small lambs don’t. get 
enough to eat. Larger lambs will 
eat too much. Big feeders can 





sort lambs in lots according to 
size. Smaller feeders should con- 
sider uniformity in buying. 


Don’t overlook the import- 
ance of buying healthy lambs. 
Normal death loss is two to 
three percent. It can be much 
larger if you buy lambs that *‘ 
are not active and alert. 


How about feeding? Your 65-75 
pound lambs fed in dry lot for 
100 days will need two and one- 
half to three bushels of corn per 
head, 150 pounds of legume hay 
and 10 to 15 pounds of protein 
supplement. 

If you substitute whole oats 
for part of the corn, you can go 
up to about three-fourths bushel 
of oats per lamb. The oats re- 
place an equal weight of corn. 
By using 150 to 175 pounds of 
corn silage per lamb, you can 
take about 50 pounds off the 
legume hay requirement. 

Rest is very important for 
feeder lambs upon arrival at the 
farm. Medium quality hay should 
be fed at first. Quality of hay 
can be increased’ gradually. 
Grain should be started after 
four or five days. Lambs should 
get only hay and water until 
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they are rested and have re- 
gained their incoming shrink. 
Start grain feeding with a mix- 
ture of corn and oats. 

Salt can be self fed after the 
lambs have been on the farm for 
a week or 10 days. A simple min- 
eral mixture also is desirable. 

Whether you feed lambs in 
dry lot or run them in the corn- 
field, it will probably pay to vac- 
cinate them for enterotoxemia— 
overeating disease. This should 
be done after lambs have rested 
for a few days. 

To get lambs on feed, start 
feeding about 25 pounds of 
oats or Oats and corn per day 
per 100 lambs. Half the feed 
may be given the lambs in 
the morning—half in the eve- 
ning. 


Increase the grain ration grad- 
ually—taking about three weeks 
to get the lambs on full feed. The 
oats can be reduced as the corn 
is increased until only corn is 
fed. Soybean oilmeal or linseed 
oilmeal can be fed at the rate of 
one pound for 10 lambs. Put the 
Oilmeal over the grain in the 
feed trough. At the end of 30 
days, 100 lambs should be eating 
150 to 190 pounds of corn, 15 to 
19 pounds of soybean or linseed 
oilmeal and no more than 100 
to 125 pounds of hay per day. 

Suppose you prefer to self feed 
a mixture of grain and chopped 
hay. In that case, start with a 
large proportion of hay and a 
small amount of grain. Gradually 
increase the grain until 50 to 55 
percent of the mixture is grain. 

These feeding plans won’t fit 
all farms or ail lambs. But they 
can be used as a guide. 

Are there some new develop- 
ments in lamb feeding? Yes. 
Last vear an Iowa State College 
experiment showed that the rate 
of gain can be increased and the 
cost of gain decreased when the 
crude protein level is raised from 
9.7 percent to 11.25 percent. 

Early experiments with stil- 
bestrol (a hormone) for fattening 
lambs indicate the possibility of 
faster gains at lower cost. But 
an acceptable feeding system that 
can be established on a practical 
basis is yet to be worked out. 
Iowa State College workers are 
conducting more tests on the use 
of stilbestrol in lamb feeding.

Dispose of Hogs 
After Bangs 


To the Editor: My hogs 
had Bangs this year. They’re 
running all over the farm 
now. If I bring new hogs on 
the place next spring, would 
they pick the disease up out 
in the field?—R. F., Wright 
county, Iowa. 


Brucellosis in hogs is con- 
tagious, but it is usually spread 
in the breeding process. Better 
get rid of your hogs, and buy 
brucellosis-free gilts and boar. 

Put them on clean ground, 
too, if possible. However, if your 
other hogs are off the premises, 
you would be reasonably sure 
of keeping the new replacements 
free of brucellosis. 





His Hens Lose 


‘Feathers 


To the Editor: Last win- 
ter, our hens started losing 
the feathers around their 
necks. Feathers finally came 
off all parts of their bodies. 
It was not a molt as egg pro- 
duction kept up. What was 
the trouble?—C. Z., Marshall 
county, Iowa. 


Feather picking may be the 
cause, and it is a tough habit to 
break. Debeaking is probably 
the best way to stop feather- 
picking. 

Adding one percent of salt to 
the grain ration has been used. 
Several flock owners have in- 
creased the amount of animal 
protein in the ration by feeding 
buttermilk or meat and bone 
scraps in a self feeder. 

Try one of these remedies, 
and if the habit does not stop, 
have the hens debeaked. 





Wants Help For 
Swine Pox 


‘To the Editor: Could you 
give me some information 
about swine pox? Is there 
any advantage in carrying 
over old sows for their sec- 
ond or third litters? Some 
claim there is no such dis- 
ease.—W.R., Nobles county, 
Minnesota. 


Yes. There is definitely a dis- 
ease of swine called pox. In most 
cases, it is seen with a louse in- 
festation. 

Sows that have had the disease 
usually develop immunity. -So 
they would be satisfactory for 
future farrowing. Check sows 
closely for louse infestation, and 
treat for lice if you find any. 





Calves Recover, But 
Still Cough 


To the Editor: I have two 
young calves that had colds 
about six weeks ago. The vet- 
erinarian gave them some 
shots that seemed to get 
them over it. But they still 
cough a lot and seem short 
of breath.—W. M., Sac coun- 
ty, Iowa. 


Sometimes, even tho calves 
have recovered from pneumonia, 
as a result of inflammation in the 
lungs, a so-called “filled lung” 
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results. Portions of the lung may 
become solidified. The calves 
will then cough for a long time. 

One of the treatments consists 
of feeding organic iodine which 
helps in absorption of the filled 
lung. Your veterinarian will have 
this available. 





Sterilize Feed Sacks 
Before Re-using 


To the Editor: Is there 
danger of spreading disease 
thru feed sacks? For in- 
stance, where feed ‘sacks 
have been picked up from a 
barn where pigs had_bull- 
nose and these sacks were 
used again without being 
cleaned.— J. M., Plymouth 
county, lowa. 


There is danger of spreading 
disease thru use of feed sacks 
that have not been sterilized 
after they were picked up from 
a farm where disease existed. 

It would be very difficult to 
prove that a_ specific disease 
outbreak occurred as a result of 
doing this, but it is definitely 
not a good practice. 





Does Lumpjaw Make 
Milk Unsafe? 


To the Editor: Our good 
milk cow has lumpjaw. It 
seems to be controlled by 
feeding iodized salt, but it 
has never cleared up com- 
pletely. Recently we heard 
that it is not safe to use milk 
from such a cow. Is that 
true?—Mrs. F. M., Sac 
county, Iowa. 


Milk from cows being treated 
for lumpjaw is not recom- 
mended for human consump- 
tion. However, where this con- 
dition appears to be arrested as 
in your cow, it would probably 
be safe to drink the milk. 

Generally the organisms that 
cause lumpjaw do not circu- 
late in the blood stream, but tend 
to localize in the jaw. Therefore 
the milk does not contain these 
organisms. But if the lump is 
draining, organisms in the dis- 
charge will cause trouble in hu- 
mans. 





PIG DYSENTERY is most likely 

to attack pigs that are kept in 
damp and filthy pens or yards. 
Remedies are uncertain in their 
effects. Depend on prevention 
thru clean quarters and _ isola- 
tion of new pigs for a month 
after you buy them.

OW is the time to fill in the bare 
spots in your canning cupboard 
with jars of spicy pickles. 


Like any canning, it’s important to 
start with good freshly-picked vege- 
tables. Sort them according to size. 

Use a good grade of cider vinegar of 
four to six percent acidity. You'll find 
this information on the label of the 
vinegar bottle. However, for cauliflower 
and onions you'll find that white dis- 
tilled vmegar will not cause discolora- 
tion. 





Remember too, that you can use either 
cane or beet sugar, it makes no differ- 
ence. And be sure to use fresh spices. 
Spices seem to loose their flavor stand- 
ing on cupboard shelves. 

Tie whole spices loosely in a damp- 
ened bag, lower into the preserving 
kettle. Since they tend to darken light 
colored pickles and over-flavor delicate 
one, it is best to remove the bag be- 
fore canning. 


EASY CRISP PICKLES 
Five pounds small firm cucumbers, 


scrubbed and washed and then 
cut into halves or quarters. 


In a crock or enameled pan make a 
brine solution of three quarts cold wa-

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ter and 1% cups salt. Add prepared 
cucumber chunks. Cover and let stand 
for three days at room temperature. 
Make sure that the cucumbers are en- 
tirely covered with the brine. You can 
weight them down with a plate and a 
glass jar filled with water. At the end 
of the third day drain the brine from 
the cucumbers, cover with cold water 
and let stand for three days at room 
temperature. Again drain, then, rinse 
well with cold water. Prepare pickling 
syrup. 


PICKLING SYRUP 


5 cups sugar (added in 3 parts) 

1% quarts cider vinegar 

2 cups water 
2 tablespoons mixed whole pick- 
ling spices (in bag) 

Combine two cups sugar, vinegar, wa- 
ter and spices in a kettle, stirring to 
dissolve sugar. Add cucumbers; place 
over medium heat and bring to boil. 

Remove kettle from heat at once; let 
stand one day. Drain syrup from 
chunks, add two more cups sugar, heat 
to boiling and pour over chunks. Let 
stand for one day again. 











On third day drain off syrup and add 
the remaining cup sugar, heat to boil- 
ing. Pack chunks in hot sterilized jars, 
cover with boiling syrup. Seal and store. 


LATE GARDEN RELISH 


9 small green tomatoes 
6 medium cooking apples 
2 medium white onions 
2 stalks celery 
3 cups sugar 
1% cups white vinegar 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons ginger 
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% teaspoon each tumeric, mus-

Put the tomatoes, apples and onions 
thru the food grinder, measure four 
cups tomatoes, two and one-half cups 


‘apples and three-fourths cup onion. 


Chop celery. 

Combine in kettle sugar, vinegar, salt, 
spices. Stir well together. Bring to 
boil and boil five minutes. 

Add prepared ingredients, bring to 
boil and cook 10 minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally. 

Remove from heat; pour into hot 
sterilized jars and seal at once. Makes 
about seven pints.

F YOU want cattle to fatten for 
market, there are several 
places to buy them. Let’s make a 
list of buying points and size 
them up a bit. 

You can buy (1) at public 
stockyards, (2) in the range coun- 
try direct from ranchers, (3) 
from local feeder dealers, (4) at 
auction sales, or (5) from your 
neighbors. 

PUBLIC STOCKYARDS: At 
Kansas City, Omaha or Sioux 
City, you will find thousands of 
feeder cattle any week in the 
fall. They are of all sizes and 
kinds. 

Grades vary from choice down 
to common and generally unde- 
sirable types. Everything goes 
to the stockyards that can’t be 
sold anywhere else. 

So you have a wide choice. 
That’s a point in favor of the 
public stockyards. 

You can also get feeder cattle 
at public stockyards any week in 
the fall season. You don’t have 
to take cattle when you are not 
ready for them. That may be 
an advantage. 

But there are some things to 
watch at public stockyards. You 
can buy too much “fill.” You can 
get stale cattle. 

Cattle don’t stay in top condi- 
tion during their stopover in pub- 
lic stockyards between trips in 
trucks or railroad cars. 

But good feeder cattle buys are 
made at public stockyards. Farm- 
ers who do it watch certain 
points. 

Buy cattle out of “first hands” 
if you can. That is, buy from 
the commission man who re- 
ceived the cattle from the pro- 
ducer. Such cattle are likely to 
be fresh. 

But you may be unable to get 
cattle out of “first hands.” Or 
the “sort” may not be what you 
want. Then you must go to the

ate there who buy cattle and sort 
them up. 

Here’s where Stale cattle may 
show up. Or you may buy cattle 
that are “full as a tick.” You pay 
an awful price for water and hay 
when you buy such cattle. 

And be sure you do not buy 
plain cattle at good or choice 
cattle prices. 

The farmer who goes to the 
stockyards once or twice a year 
can’t match wits with the traders 
who give all of their attention 
to cattle and cattle markets. 

So the average farmer will do 
best to have the order buyer 
from his commission firm buy his 
cattle for him at public stock- 
yards. Only farmers who are 
“stockyard-wise” should buy for 
themselves. 


BUY ON THE RANGE: More 
and more feeders are going to 
the Sandhills country of Ne- 
braska or other range areas to 
buy feeder cattle. 

Many feeders like this method. 
Cattle go direct from range to 
Corn Belt farm with no stock- 
yards contacts. 

But the Corn Belt feeder can 
be fooled when looking at cattle 
in a strange place. To make pur- 
chases on the range, you should 
know the rancher and know the 
cattle. ‘ 

If a neighbor has bought a par- 
ticular brand of cattle and they 
have done well, they’ll probably 
be a good buy another year. 

If you buy on the range, make 
contacts so you can go back to 
the same place year after year. 
That way you can know what 
you're getting. 

BUY FROM LOCAL DEAL- 
ERS: This method of handling 
feeder cattle has been increasing. 
Some dealers handle thousands 
of head of cattle in the fall sea- 
son. 

Local dealers may buy the

feeders direct from ranges. Then 
they sort them up to suit the 
needs of farmer customers. 

Or the dealer may buy for the 
farmer on orders. Some have 
built up a list of customers for 
whom they buy feeders year 
after year. 

There have been Corn Belt 
dealers who used tricky methods 
to sell farmers plain cattle at 
choice cattle prices. So it’s a 
good idea to keep away from the 
fly-by-night operator. 

But farmers who buy from 
established dealers often go back 
for more cattle year after year. 
The dealer who is building a 
business he expects to stay in 
will try to get cattle that will 
make the feeder money. 

There’s no doubt the feeder 
dealer can buy cattle more advan- 
tageously than the small feeder 
can buy them. He buys in big 
droves. That saving should equal 
his commission. But you still 
need to know what the market is. 


BUY FEEDERS FROM FARM- 
ERS: Some farmers pick up odd 
lots of feeder cattle from neigh- 
bors. They may buy anywhere 
from one to a dozen on a farm. 

The feeder who buys natives 
is less likely to have shipping 
fever troubles. Natives usually 
do well right from the start. 

The disadvantage of _ this 
method is that you nearly always 
end up with an uneven bunch of 
cattle. They’re usually much 
less alike when you get them to- 
gether than you thought when 
buying them on separate farms. 

The pick-up method works best 
for the feeder who buys large 
numbers and feeds for the spring 
butcher-stuff market. He can top 
off the herd as they get “kill” on 
them. And if there are choice 
cattle in the herd, he can feed 
them to a higher grade. 


BUY CATTLE AT AUCTIONS: 
There are big auction sales of 
western and native cattle that 
are set up on a fair basis. There’s 
opportunity to inspect cattle be- 
fore the sale. 

Inexperienced buyers should 
decide on a top bid before the 
sale starts, then bid no higher. 
Your judgment in the yard is 
likely to be better than in the 
ring. 

Cattle can also be bought at 
sales barns. Farmers often bring 
in odd lots. The buyer is in 
about the same position as when 
buying odd lots on farms. He 
won’t have an even bunch of 
feeder cattle after buying at dif- 
ferent sale barns. 

There are still other ways of 
getting feeder cattle. Some in- 
terior packers bring in cattle for 
their customers. Farmers have 
been well satisfied with the cattle 
they got that way. 

No particular one of these 
feeder buying methods is recom- 
mended for all farmers. Each 
farmer should use the one that 
offers him the best chance of 
getting the right cattle at the 
right price.

ORE than one out of every 
four lowa farmers who use 
fertilizer plan to buy at least 
part of their fertilizer this fall.

Wallace-Homestead Poll. 
Buying fertilizer in the fall 
makes good sense for many farm- 
ers.

Over 20 percent said that price 
discounts in the fall encouraged 
them to buy and apply fertilizer 
before spring. 

Fifteen percent § said _ they 
wanted to be sure of getting the 
right grade and ratio. When you 
wait till spring, sometimes you 
have to take a lower analysis. 
That means your fertilizer. costs 
you more per pound of actual 
plant food. 

Almost a third of the farmers 
said they liked fall application 
because fields were in _ better 
shape than in the spring. In 
the spring, you are plenty busy 
with other things whenever soil 
is dry enough to work. 

Fall application of fertilizer 
still leaves many farmers with a 
big question in their minds. 

The Wallace-Homestead poll 
asked, “Do you think fertilizer 
put on in the fall is as effective 
as the same fertilizer put on in 
the spring?” Answers stacked up 
like this:

Again, size of farm made a dif- 
ference. Over 37 percent of farm- 
ers with 180 acres or more 
thought fall fertilizer was just 
as effective. But only 22 percent 
of operators on smaller farms 
thought fall application was as 
good as spring. 

About 84 percent of all farmers 
interviewed said they did not 
plan to apply any fertilizer this 
fall. 

About 15 percent of this group 
didn’t want to have their money 
tied up all winter. Thirteen per- 
cent said they hadn’t decided 
which crops to fertilize. And 11 
percent said they hadn’t decided 
which fertilizer to use. 

But the big reason was this: 
Fear of losing some fertilizer dur- 
ing the winter months. About 35 
percent of the group gave this 
answer. 

Now, what do the experts have 
to say about fertilizer losses dur- 
ing winter months?

ists say fertilizer can be applied 
safely any time you can get 
spreaders in the field. — 

University of Illinois special- 
ists recommend putting phos- 
phate and potash for the whole 
rotation on in one application. 
They expect carryover to take 
care of crops thru the rotation. 

Iowa State College people are 
more cautious. They say fall ap- 
plication of phosphate and potash 
are safe on (1) land that will be 
fall plowed after fertilizer is 
spread, (2) level land, (3) sod 
with enough cover to cut down 
runoff, and (4) gentle slopes that 
have been contoured. Fertilizer 
on slopes should be plowed under 
or disked in unless there is plant 
cover. 

In fall plowing areas, phos- 
phate applied in the fall and 
plowed under is usually more 
profitable than the same 
amount of phosphate disked 
in the next spring. 

Drilling fertilizer with small 
grain at planting time usually 
gives better results than broad- 
casting. And on some soils, hill 
or row application of fertilizer at 
corn planting time can take care 
of phosphate and potash needs. 

With nitrogen, risks are great- 
er. But fall application of nitrate 
forms looks safe enough in west- 
ern lowa and on claypan soils in 
the southeast part of the state. 
Tests so far haven’t shown how 
great the risk is in other areas. 

lowa State College specialists 
figure fall application of am- 
monium forms of nitrogen is 
safe during late fall. That’s after 
the middle of October in north- 
ern lowa and the last of October 
in southern lowa. 

On sandy soils, application of 
both potash and nitrogen is best 
delayed until late spring. Leach- 
ing is much heavier on soils of 
that type.

Acreage cuts 


for corn 


Under new law, corn acreage cuts in 1955 
might be only 10 percent under the base 


How big a corn acreage 
cut in 1955? Or will there be 
any cut at all? What about 
corn loans in the next three 
years? How will the $50 mil- 
lion for school milk be used? 
These and other questions 
growing out of legislation by 
congress are discussed by the 
editor in the following ar- 
ticle. 





HAT does the new farm law 
do to corn acreage allot- 
ments and to corn loans? 

This will take some figuring. 
Get out your pencil. 

New law boosts the legal carry- 
over of corn to 15 percent of nor- 
mal supplies. If we figure that 
domestic and export needs from 
the 1955 crop add up to 3,100 
million bushels, this means a 
legal carry-over of 465 million 
bushels. 

Under the sliding scale formula, 
price support cannot be reduced 
below 90 percent of parity until 
the total supply—the indicated 
crop plus carryover—is two per- 
cent above the normal supply. 

Normal supply under the new 
law—assuming the need for 3,100 
million bushels—would be 3,565 
million bushels. 

The current corn crop will ap- 
parently fall 300 million short of 
the needed 3,100 million bushels. 
So the deficit would come out of 
the present carryover of 900 mil- 
lion bushels. 

Taking 300 million from the 
900 million reserve leaves 600 
million for the carryover in 1955. 
So if we got a 3,000 million bushel 
crop in 1955, the nation would 
only be 35 million bushels above 
the legal normal supply. 

Guessing about 1955 weather 
and corn crop isn’t very profit- 
able. But the chances seem good 
that the 1955 corn loan won't 
drop below 85 percent of parity 
and might be 87 percent.

Will wheat and _ cotton 
farmers be ordered to keep 
diverted acres out of feed 
crops? 


Probably not. Congress has 
asked consideration for drouth 
areas. Very likely small farmers 
and farmers in drouth territory 
will be permitted to grow feed 
crops On diverted acres. 

Big operators, outside of 
drouth areas, may be limited on 
what they can grow.

Corn will be on the basis of 
new parity in 1956. What 
does this mean to the corn 
loan over the next few years? 


Old parity—100 percent—for 
corn is $1.82 a bushel. New par- 
ity—also 100 percent—is $1.60. 

But the new farm law limits 
adjustments to new parity to five 
percent a year, or nine cents a 
bushel. At this rate, it might 
take three years to complete the 
change-over. 

When new parity is completely 
in effect, an 80 percent corn loan 
would be $1.28. 

Wheat takes more of a cut than 
corn. Old parity is $2.50 a bushel; 
new parity is $2.11. But the drop 
the first year will only be 12.5 
cents.

How will Secretary Ben- 
son move the surplus of but- 
ter, cheese and dry non-fat 
solids (skim milk)? 

Congress has given Benson the 
right to use “any method” to dis- 
pose of surpluses. He apparently 
won’t want to use production 
payments, and it is not clear that 
other methods will work. 

The $50 million for school milk 
will probably be turned over to 
the school lunch program. One 
problem here is how to handle 
it so that the expenditure will re- 
sult in an increase in milk sales. 


One idea is to set a consumption - 


base for each school. Then sub- 
sidize milk use above this figure. 

Suppose that a school is using 
two pints per pupil per week 
now. If in the coming year the 
amount goes up to five pints per 
pupil per week, the government 
would pay most of the cost of the 
additional three pints. 

This is all guess work so far. 
The departments of education in 
the various states will have offi- 
cia] information as soon as regu- 
lations are sent out from Wash- 
ington.

It’s reported that wool 
gets support at 110 percent, 
with production payments 
being used. Is this right? 


Not quite. Wool supports may 
rise as high as 110 percent, but 
may be held lower. Production 
payments—disapproved for other 
products—will be used to see that 
farmers get full value of supports 
and that wool is moved into use. 

Argument is that wool produc- 
tion should be expanded so that 
the nation wouldn’t have to de- 
pend so much on imports. In a 
war, trade to Australia—major 
source of wool—might be cut off.

College safety specialist. 





" I, PETE. Where are you

Why, I’m going 
over here on the old railroad 
right-of-way to get some cinders 
for my barn yard,” answered 
Pete.

Here’s advice from 
Ben F. Vance, extension 
horticufturist at Iowa State 
College. 
NAVES and cellars have, in 

most cases, proved to be suit- 
able storage places for fruits and 
vegetables 

But if you don’t have those 
facilities, satisfactory storage can 
be provided in your basement 
without a great deal of expense 
or trouhle Just partition off a

It’s best 
to build a double wall so that the 
storage space can be insulated 
from heat in the basement. 
Ventilation is important. If 
possible, locate the storage room

best? 

Pumpkins, squash and sweet 
potatoes keep best when the tem- 
perature is around 65 to 70 de- 
grees. A warm, dry place is de- 
sirable. 


On the other hand, apples store 
best when. the temperature is 
just above freezing 

Potatoes are best stored at 
slightly above 40 degrees. Lower 
temperatures can change the 
flavor of potatoes. 

Most other crops produced in 
gardens and orchards will 
stored at tempera-

In September and early Octo- 
ber, it’s a good idea to open win- 
dows or ventilators during the 
night. Close them during the day. 


Proper ventilation will help 
dry out cellars or basements 
which are too wet. Or, in very 


dry basements, ventilation may 
help raise the moisture content. 
Root crops often shrivel if the 
storage room is too dry. 

Slatted crates aid ventilation. 
And they’re particularly impor- 
tant in the storage of potatoes. 
Slats permit air to move thru the 
stored produce. 


Don’t overlook sanitation. 
All fruits and _ vegetables 
should be scrubbed with soap 
and water before storing. 
Clean the _ entire storage 
room—including bins, crates 
Or boxes in which the pro- 
duce is to be stored. 


Inspect and sort the fruits and 
vegetables as they go into stor- 
age. Leave out anything that 
shows signs of over-maturity or 
Only top-quality produce 
should be placed in storage. 
Other produce should be canned 
or frozen. 

Potatoes that sprout and 
shrivel lose quality rapidly. So 
don’t forget to apply one of the 
chemicals which will prevent 
sprouting. Several are on the 
market, sold under different 
trade names. You’ll find these 
“no-sprout” materials at seed 
drug stores, hardware 
stores and other places. that 
handle garden supplies. 

Just remember that the fruits 
and vegetables that you put in 
storage are still alive—and that 
temperature and moisture condi- 
tions affect their storage life.

New Rules 


Rule changes for the 1954 Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition steer 
show have been announced by a com- 
mittee of show directors appointed by 
Board President Jess C. Andrew, West 
Point, Indiana. 

According Arlie Mucks, assistant di- 
rector of agricultural extension at the 
University of Wisconsin, Madison, and 
chairman of the committee, the new 
regulations will better safeguard the 
integrity of future International fat 
cattle shows. 

Their action has been approved by 
the executive committee of the Exposi- 


tion and will be in effect at the next 
show, November 26 to December 4, 
1954. 

In both the adult exhibited open 
classes and in the junior livestock 
feeding contest, in which 4-H and 


F.F.A. boys and girls exhibit, all steers 
will be shown in three classes instead 
of four. 


The committee voted to elimi- 
nate the youngest aged class—the 
junior calves, born after January 1 
of the year of the show. Small 
entries in this class, and the fact 
that finished beef is impractical te 
produce in steers that young, were 
the reasons for dropping it, said 
Mucks, 


This year, steers will compete in 
three age classes, two of them having 


weight limitations, as follows: 
Junior yearlings—steers born  be- 
tween January 1 and April 30, 1953. All 
entries in this, the oldest class, will be 
subject to the closest veterinary ex- 
amination. No steer can be shown— 
regardless of birth date—that has 
more than one pair of its milk teeth 


teeth, and the 
be advanced 


replaced by permanent 
permanent teeth cannot 
enough to be in wear. 
The committee is confident that this 
requirement, based on studies at sev- 
eral state agricultural colleges, will 
assure no animal being shown that is 
over the upper age limit of 23 months. 


Summer yearlings are the next 
youngest class—steers born between 
May 1 and August 3i, 1953. Here the 
maximum weight limit will be 1,125 
pounds. Any steer entered in this 
class, but weighing more than 1,125 


pounds, must be shown with the junior 
yearlings. 

The third class is for senior calves— 
animals born between September 1 and 
December 31, 1953. An upper limit of 
1,025 pounds is set for this division, 
and any steer so entered but weighing 
more will be switched into whichever 
older class his weight will place him. 


All steers will be weighed on a 
specified schedule pricer to the 
opening of the Exposition. For the 
junior show, weighing will begin 
on Thursday, November 25, at 1 
Pp. m., the management reports, and 
for the open show on Friday, 
November 26, at the same hour.

He says that every steer will be ear- 
punched to prevent its being re-shown 
the following year. 

Further, all entries must be certified 
as to age by their breeder and, in 
the junior show, must also carry the 
signature of the exhibitor’s parent as 
well as that of his local county exten- 
sion agent or his vocational agricul- 
ture teacher. 

Members of the International Board 
comprising the committee drawing up 
the new standards, in addition to 
Mucks, are Dean Emeritus H. H. Kildee, 
of the Iowa State College, Ames; Otto 
G. Nobis, purebred Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder, of Davenport, Iowa; and Al- 
bert K. Mitchell, Albert, New Mexico, 
vice-president of the show and the 
nation’s largest breeder of purebred 
Hereford cattle. 

“It is the hope of this committee, 
and the entire International directo- 
rate,” Mucks said, “that the colleges of 
agriculture, the beef breed associa- 
tions, the agricultural teachers, the 
agricultural extension services—and 
the parents of these boys and girls— 


will assist in establishing the high- 
est standards of homesty and good 
sportsmanship in the show ring to 


safeguard fair competition for all. 
“We are exerting every effort that 
the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion shall fulfill its highest educational 
and inspirational opportunities and its 


responsibilities to its exhibitors— 
adults and juniors alike—and to the 
great cattle industry that it repre- 
sents.” 





High-Producing Cow 
Needs Grain 


A go00d cow can produce 25 pounds 
of milk a day on pasture with no grain 
if the pasture is top-notch. 

Jim Crowley, University of Wiscon- 
sin dairy specialist says that good pas- 
ture can save a lot of money that 
would ordinarily be needed to buy 
grain for supplementing a ration. 

But, he says, a cow producing more 
than 25 pounds of milk a day needs a 
pound of grain for each two pounds of 
milk produced over 25 pounds, 

Crowley says that for cows produc- 
ing 25 potnds of milk a day a good 
rule to follow is, no grain with excel- 
lent pasture, four pounds of grain with 
good pasture, seven pounds of grain 
with poor pasture. The better the 
pasture, the less grain needed. 

Crowley recommends liberal grain 
feeding to keep up production and 
keep cows in good flesh.

To Get Rid Of Wasps

A new publication 
ment of Agriculture 
tells how to get rid of 
jackets, mud daubers 
of wasps. 

The entomologists recommended 
after-dark application of chlordane or 
DDT to the nests of these 
Wasps are less active after dark, 
weather is cool and more likely 
in the nests. Concentrate the 
or dust on the nest openings 

The nests of hornets and yellow 
jackets may be removed with the in- 
sects inside by plugging the nest 
opening with a wad of cotton soaked 
in carbon tetrachloride. 

Quickly dislodge the nest 
that can be burned, buried or put into 
an airtight can containing a few table- 
spoons of earbon tetrachloride. In an 
airtight can, the fumes of carbon tetra- 
chloride will kill wasps within 24 
hours.

Plan Outdoor Faucet 


When you put in a pressurized water 
system, make it completely modern. 
This calls for outdoor as well as indoor 


cold water faucets, says Iowa State 
College extension home management 
specialist Naomi Shank. So include at 


least one outdoor faucet in your plans. 

Whether you live on a farm or in 
town, you'll find many time-saving 
uses for running water from a hose 
attached to a faucet outside the house. 

It’s handy for such jobs washing 
the car, sidewalks and storm windows 
When it gets dusty, you can keep 
much of the dust out of the house by 
frequently flushing down porches, 
screens and window ledges. 

Use it to irrigate your garden, and 
you'll increase your vegetable yields 
even in years of normal rainfall. You'll 
find it handy to remove dirt and dust 
from picked vegetables before taking 
them into the kitchen. A hose sprinkler 
to soak your lawn and flowers will give 
your yard a nice look all summer. 

Plan to keep a long hose reeled up 
and connected to an outdoor faucet at 
all times as a safety measure. It’s 
always there to use in checking small 
blazes that may break out. You can 
often prevent a major fire if you get 
a good spray of water there fast 
enough, Miss Shank says.

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What’s Ahead... 


IF FARMERS SELL as many hogs this September as 
they indicate in surveys, we may get a big part of the fall 
season’s hog price drop in the weeks 
just ahead. Low point might come be- 
fore November. 

A Chicago Union Stockyards sur- 
vey indicates farmers of northern Illi- 
nois and Iowa will sell 23 percent more 
hogs this September and October than 
they sold in the same period last year. 

The Iowa Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting Service found that Iowa farm- 
ers would market 24 percent more 
hogs this September than for the 


same month last year. 





Homer Hush 


IF FARMERS actually market indicated numbers of 
hogs this month, prices will go down much more than the 
$1 average from August to September. More than half of 
the average. $4 drop, August to November, might occur this 
month. 

But prices might level out in November and December. 
The Stockyards survey indicates marketings in November 
and December will be only six percent above those months 
last year. - 


ON THE DEMAND side, there are some encouraging 
signs for hog raisers. Meat consumption is high. The lard 
market has shown strength. 

August hog receipts were higher than for August last 
year. But prices held surprisingly well, and storage stocks 
of pork went down. Consumers ate more meat than was 
produced. : 

Lard got to 18 cents in August, about twice as high as 
two years ago. Chicago lard futures are about $15 for 
October, $13 for November. That’s mildly encouraging. 


WHAT ABOUT feeder cattle supplies and prices this 
fall? Market experts are now predicting that numbers 
offered will be about the same this fall as last fall. And 
that prices, too, will average about the same. 

July feeder cattle receipts were higher this year than 
last year. Prices are higher than last year too. In most 
of August, average price of feeder cattle at eight markets 
was about $1 higher than for the same month in 1953. 


BUT WON’T the summer drouth and reduced corn crop 
limit cattle feeding? On some farms, yes. But not for the 
country as a whole. 

Drouth forces extra feeder cattle onto markets. And 
feed supplies are not short. There’s a big corn crop in most 
heavy cattle feeding areas. 


FALL PIG PRODUCTION, however, may have been cut 
by summer drouth to some extent. 

Last June, southern farmers said they intended to keep 
1,147,000 sows for fall pigs. That’s over 21 percent of the 
nation’s total. 

Drouth hit the south hard, and farmers may have 
changed their minds on sow numbers. But a 10 percent 
reduction in southern areas would reduce the national 
total only about two percent. 


GOOD HARVESTING months have been the rule in this 
Corn Belt area for 11 out of 12 years. September and 
October have been drier than normal every year since 1941, 
except for 1946. 

You can expect the wet falls to come back some time. If 
you get harvesting done early, you won’t get caught when 
wet falls do come. Farmers have had to harvest both beans 
and corn in the spring after wet falls. 


IT’S NOW PREDICTED that total cattle slaughter this 
year will approach 40 million head. And that the peak in 
cattle numbers of 94.7 millions reached last January 1, 
may be reduced slightly this year. 

Total slaughter of cattle and calves was about 37 million 
in 1953. And 28 million in 1952. 








E no HOW PROFITABLE different 
farmers can make their operations 
depends largely upon management. This 
was clearly shown by 1953 records kept 
by more than 1,000 Iowa farmers. Eco- 
nomist Herb Howell of Iowa State 
compared the average management re- 
turns for the top 350 farmers in the 
group with the lower 350, and found 
the top group averaged just over $8,000 
for their management returns, while 
the lower averaged a minus $1,200. 


MORE EFFICIENT experimental 
work in dairy cattle nutrition will result 
from construction of a new laboratory 
on the College Dairy Farm at Ames. 
Already under way, the big lab will have 
space for 115 calves plus other essen- 
tials, and Arthur Porter, in charge of 
dairy husbandry, says it has been care- 
fully planned to fit specialized needs. 
Included will be equipment for experi- 
ments using radio-active tracers ... a 
comparatively new technique.
